Tuning Diode, Hyper-Abrupt Junction. 


The capacitance vs reverse voltage curve is very linear, 
even at the ends of the line. 


It's range is from about 500 pF @ 1 volt to about 40 pF 
at 8 volts. This seems to be what sets it apart from most 
others.
